The word of 
God gives no approval to such proce- 
dure, but on the other hand it teaches 
that preparation is the secret of 
success. Moses and all the Prophets 
received a suitable training for ths 
work which each had to do. Jesus 
gathered His Apostles into the model 
training class and taucht them as they 
were able to learn. It was largely due 
to a apecial preparation that Paul was 
able to perform his work and write hie 


h Wonderful letters, and he was neither 


ignorant nor forgetful of it for he wrote 
to Timothy. Give heed to reading, to 
exhortation. to teaching, neglect not 
the gift that is in thee which was given 
thee by prophecy with the laying on of 
the hands of the presbytery. Be deli- 
gent in those things; give thyself 
wholly to them that thy progress may 
be manifest unto all. Take heed unto 
thyself and to thy teaching. 

In the early Celene Church the 
office of teacher was n distinct one, and 
one which stood high. In his letter to 
Corinthians the Apostle Paul gives this 
order. And God hath set some in tho 
church, first Apostles, secondarily 
Prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healing, helps.

Barley Meal for Cows. 

Barley meal constitutes a perfectly 
wholesome food for milk cows, bat is cer- 
tainly not remarkable for ite milk or ba 
ter-producing qualities, being better cal- 
ulated to form flesh than milk. If the 
grain is on hand it may as well be used as 
an auxiliary food, but if it hae to be pur- 
chased ic might be advisable to spend the 
money in bran, peas, cil-cake, wheat and 
oate, the two latter being the most super 
ior milk-prodacing grains. Aa to the best 
food for butter-prodacing, we put little 
faith in rules for feeding, and believe that 
the health and appetite should be watched 
carefully, and the food varied in both 
quantity and quality, accord to the 
evident needs of the individual, . The fol- 
lowing rations for butter production may 
serve as a guide, but the observant and 
intelligent feeder will try what can be 
done with the foods produced on the place 
and scoordieg to the requirements of 
individual animals : 

No, lv—Utover hay, 10 pounds; oats or 
wheat straw, 10 pounds ; linseed cake, 2 
pounds; bran, 3 pounds; pea or wheat 
meal, 2 pounds ; ground oats, 4 pounds. 

No, 2.—Meadow hay, 16 pounds; bran, 
8 pounds; —— meal, 3 pounds ; wheat 
or pea meal, 4 pounds. 

No. 4.—Ensilage, 35 pounds; bran 4 
pounds; corn or pea meal, 4 ade; oat 
chop, 3 pounds; straw, as much as will be 
vaten. 

Mangels, turnips and carrote are all 
good for milking cows, Three pecks per 
day may be fed with any of the above 
rations, except No 3, in which ensilage is 
present, forming the succulent portion of 
the ration. The turnips should be fed after 
milking, or else there is danger of tain ting

Englands new battle ship, at Ports- 
mouth, the other day, was the 
evidence it afforded of the rapidity 

which naval construction is 
now carried on in England. She 
is an enormous barbette battle ship 
390 feet long, 75 feet in extreme 
breadth, and with a mean draught 
of 27} feet, displacing 14,900 tons; 
and yet, although her keel had 
‘been laid only on Feb. 5, 1894, she 
touched the water, Jan. 31. 1895, 
the interval being five days less 
than a year. Her sister ship, the 
Magnificent, which was launched 
at Chatham on Dec. 19th last, was 
also a wonder of rapid construction. 
her keel having been laid Dec. 12, 
1893; but the Majestic now beats 
that record. While these two 
vescels are the largest British war- 
ships afloat, there are others of the 
same class coming along, including 
the Marr, the Jupiter, the Cesar, 
the Hannibal, the Prinoo- George,

Worth is Dead. ö 
The Greatest Mas — of the Age. 


Paris, March 11.—-M. Worth, the 
famous dressmaker, of Paris, is dead. 


Mr. Worth, who had attained 
nearly seventy years, was the son 
of an English solicitor, and was 
born at Bourne in Lincolnshire. 
When his father died he went to 
London and found a position in that 
famous shop called Swan & Edgar's. 
Then after a few years he went to 
Paris, and, entering an equally 
famous shop there and served lon 
enough to become thoroughly ac- 
quainted with French methods of 
business. It was in 1858 that he 
finally set up his own establishment. 
It is probable that the business will 
be continued by another generation, 
for one of the younger Worths has 
inherited his father’s abilities in the 
designing and arranging of feminine 
costumes. About two hundred 
gowns and a hundred and fifty 
cloaks are turned out weekly by 
M. Worth, it is said, during the busy 
seasons. These seasons are from 
the middie of February to July and 
from the middle of August to 
December. The quickest bit of 
work ever Cone in Worth's house 
was a gown for the Empress 
Eugenie; it was made in three 
hours and a half. The Empress of 
Russia paid $5,000 to him for her 
coronation tra an adjanct which 
it took six weeks of constant work 
to make, it was so heavily embroid- 
ered with silver. For one gown a 
South American woman gave the 
great dressmaker 624,000. The 
material of this dress was compara- 
tively inexpensive; it was the mag - 
nificent old lace with which it was 
trimmed that raised the price to 
such an altitude.

The interest account of the Province 
shows a revenue of $362,812 93, as compared 
with $379,896 59 last year. Ot this 10, 
020 96 came from the Dominion Govern- 
ment oncaptial held and debts due the 
Province by the Dominion. The rum of 
$33,384 48 was real as interest on the 
various bank deposits, while $19,149 45 
came from drainage débentures and loans, 
and one or two small items, swelling the 
total by afew hundred dollars. 


EDUCATION REVENUE. 


The receipts af this branch were $48,- 
696 57. aa compared with $47,640 78 a 
2 ago. Fees from Toronto Normal, 

odel and Kindergarten students and 
pupils were $11,121, and from the Ut 
tawa school $5,945. Examinatian fees

watches. Edward VI. had at his Palace of 
Westminster bone larum or watch ‘of 
iron, the case iron gilt,’ with two plum.

SOME IMPORTANT BILLS. 

Mr. Wood introduced a bill to 
amend the Act to prevent the spread 
of noxious weeds. The bill pro- 
vides that mixed turnip seeds may 
not be sold and provides penalties 
for any person caught selling pack- 
ages containing mixed seed. He 
also introduced a bill to amend the 
Municipal Act which provides that 
statute labor commissioners may 
collect taxes.

Haupt agrees with Delitech that the 
First of Moses, chapter li., 10-14, 
must be looked upon ae the original source 
of information as to the site of Eden.

These are the Euphrates and the 
one known as Tigris, twin streams flowing 
through M tamia (the land between 
two rivers), The Hebrew narrators count 
the Paradise rivers from east to west. The 
Tigris is the third ri er and the Euphrates 
the fourth. Further to the east weoome 
the Gihon, encircling Ethiopia,and springing, 
according to the Bible,from the same source 
as Euphrates and Tigris.’ 

“Ifthe reader will consults modern 
atlas he will find that there is no such river, 
Is it possible thatthe Hebrew narrator 
followed the line of thought expressed by 
Alexander, who believed that the African 
riser Nile had its source in the northwest- 
ern part of East India? Was the mythical 
Gihon River the imaginary Nile of India? 


THE FIRST PARADISE RIVER, 


the Pison, is furthest removed to the East 
River and the land through which it flows 
are well described in the Bible. Gold was 
found in the regions, and also bdellium, 
which is the equivalent for myrrh, o 
tran tgum resin, The onyx mention- 
ed in the Bible translation, however, is not 
found in the original Scriptures, which 
speaks of ‘Schoham’ asa product of the 
land.

“What is Havilah—the land of sand? 
Geographists and scientists agree that 
Arabia is meant, not the whole of Arabia, 
but the Arabian Peninsula with the excep- 
tion of Northern Arabia. Wherever in the 
Old Scriptures Havilah (the Land ot Sand) 
is mentioned, South Arabia is meant; if no- 
thing elee, ite natural products, gold, myrrh 
and pearls, would indicate that.

THE DECLINE OF MARRIAGE. 


The Marriageable Age Fer Mem Mas 44 
vanced From Twenty-five te 
Thirty-Tee. 


The female writers of fiction who are just 
now acting as proseoutor and judge in the 
trial of the men of the day, find a chie 
cause of condemnation in thé decline o 
the matrimonial impulse, Very few of the 
reasone advanced for that decline, however, 
touch the real root of the difficulty. To 
begin with, the writers misstate ite nature, 
which is not so much that the desire to 
marry has weakened, aa that it is gratified 
later than it used tobe. The causes 48 
signed for this postponement—the growing 
selfishness of the young men, their love o 
liberty and of bachelor comforte—nhav® 
little existence in fact. The selfish,comfort- 
loving man generally marries, knowing that, 
with an assured income, his comforte will 
be increased ; while as respects liberty, the 
class which wants to use it for license is 
amall and steadily diminishing. Young men 
are celibates longer than they used to be, 
not because the matrimonial impulse has 
declined, or because they are more misoga- 
mists than their ancestors, but because they 
havenot sufficient means for early marriage. 
The impulse to marriage is not impaired, 
but they have become increasingly fearful 
of the cast of marri and hesitate tq as 
sume its responsibilities until reasonable 
independence ie aseured, And aa this in- 
dependence comes later than it used, 
marriage is correspondingly deferred. 

For this condition there are various 
causes, The growth of higher education in 
thie country tends to keep young men out 
of active business lite 4 than their 
forefathers were kept. While, formerly, 
young men were settled in business or 

fessional life at twenty-five, the major- 
ity of them are not now wholly self 
supporting before thirty, Though this 
late beginningis to their advantage in many 
ways, its effect is to postpone marriage, and 
apparently to augment the number of those 
who do not marry. With more therough 
intellectual training, young men are, too, 
leas romantic, and more dis to take a 
sober and serious view of life and its 
responsibilities, They are more ready to 
weigh the consequences of any action, and 
leas inclined to take risks either for them- 
selves or for those whom they would select 
aa partners. No doubt, so far as they are 
concerned, this ia a phase of the selfishness 
of which ths lady novelists complain. But 
it is unselfishness, too, 80 far as it is un- 
willingness to take a girl out of a good 
home and place her in a poorer one. But the 
chief cause is lack of assured income 
sufficient to marry early. The increase of 
wealth has also rai the standard of 
living, so that what was considered forty 
— ago a sufficient income to maintain 8 
amily in comfort, is now insufficient, 
Invested capital brings smaller returns, aud 
in consequence, the elder class of business 
men remain longer in business thus keep- 
the heey 5 men out. Meantime, the 
latter are kept down by the increasing 
competition, now become ao flerce that the 
number of those atandingidle in the market- 
place is in many lines of business sufficient 
to fill all vacancies twice over. The result 
is that the marriageable age for men has, in 
the upper middle classes at least, been ad- 
vanced trom twenty-five to thirty-two. 
Men have not lost the impulse to marriage, 
but the conditions tor satiafying it early 
have become steadily leas. 
And it is difficult to suggest any remedy. 
Possibly one might be found in giving to 
women the right to propose. Undoubted- 
ly some men are timid and bashful, and 
lack the courage to make a choice; or do 
not marry because they fear leat the wo- 
man they want will refuse. But the 
advantages of thie plan are Likely to be 
overborne, by its disastrous ef ect on the 
temper of women, ou ing to the larger num- 
ber that might be refused. A better remedy 
would be that adopted by the French, that 
is, the giving of a certain dower to each 
daughter. But the average father could 
not be induced to systematically save for 
that purpose, and the average young man 
dislikes to be thought of as pecuntarily 
dependent upon his wife. As reapect# any 
solution of the problem a return to 
simpler habita of living there is little to 
ho The new generation want to begin 
where their fathers left of ; and in the 
general increase of refinement, the eim - 
pler habits, which would at all content 
the educated, are far from inexpensive. 
The conclusion is, then, though it may 
seem a barren one, that there is no remedy 
which promises to be effective, and that 
conditions must continue much as they 
are.

Archibald Forbessays the abstract theory 
of the amenities of war is preposterous 
You strain every effort to reduce your ad 
versary to impotence: he falle 
whereupon, should he comeinte your hands, 
you promptly devote all your exertions te 
saving bis life and restoring him to health 
and vigor, in order that he may go home 
and swell the ranks of your enemy.

Marbot re counts in his memoirs perhaps 
the most absurd application ever made of 
the theory of the “‘amenities.””

The exports of the Argentine Republic 
sprung up from less than 4,000,000 bushels 
im 1891 to 60,000,000 in 1894. Russia has 
produced large crops and has, with India 
and Australia, been an eager seller at 
continually declining prices. The great 
reduction in freight rates has enabled these 
countries to continue exporting, whereas, if 
the old scale of rates existed, they would 
have been absolutely prohibited from 
shipping at current prices in Europe. 
Supplies are thus continually pressed upon 
importing countries, leaving no opportunity 
for recovery in values as in old times, when 
low prices usually reduced shipments until 
importers were compelled to raise their 
bids in order to secure supplies.
